A SIDELIGHT ON THE PRICE OF 
SUGAR 


The effect of the evils of nuislng 
an industry in a commodity of univer¬ 
sal consumption such as sugar, in the 
desire to help our local concerns, is 
vividly brought home in the price of 
sugar as it is affecting the people of 
the States. It shows that artificial 
aids in helping to decrease imports, 
whether by tariffs or otherwise, have 
an unwholscsome way of placing the 
burden on the-consumer. 

In many sections of the press 01 
the United States the price to which 
sugar has advanced forms the theme 
of comment, and the nature of the'-e 
is very edifying. 

It- is reported that the Sugar Equal¬ 
ization Board could have bought the 
Cuban crop at six and a half cents. 

I he Spokesman-Review draws atten¬ 
tion to the fact that the Cuban Mln- 
| ister at Washington stated recently 
I that it should not be forgotten that 
the Cuban government and the Cuban 
planters are on record as having 
twice voluntarily offered to sell the 
present crop to the United States 
Sugar Equalization Board at 6J4 
cents per pound. , 

The U.S. government’s failure to 
seize that opportunity, the Spokane 
paper points out,' is recorded in an 
Associated Press dispatch fiom Wash¬ 
ington, date of January 3 last. 
“President Wilson,” it reported, “has 
decided not to exercise the powers 
conferred in the McNary sugar con¬ 
trol bill authorizing the purchase and 
distribution of the sugar crop, aceoifl¬ 
ing tv a statement .ssued tonight at 
'th<' Vv, te House.” 

The W bite House statement en¬ 
tered into a long argument that there 
would b< an abundant supply jf sug¬ 
ar without the Cuban rrop. 

But the matter has a worse aspect 
It is ( ub:icl> charged in Congress that 
the President’s advisers were- influ¬ 
enced by a purpose to keep out the 
Cuban crop to let the Louisiana sugar 
producers get high prices for their 
product. Representative Tinkham of 
Massachusetts declared in a speech 
Februray 14 that a government 
agieement with the Louisiana pro-

Mayor’s Office, London, Ont. 
To the children of the Public and 

Separate Schools in the Dominion 

of Canadu: 

Dear Gj'rls and Boys:—Do you re¬ 
alize that one of the greatest assets 
of any country I? its manhood and 
womanhood? And .do you . realize 
that you are an even greater asset 
than the present “grown-ups?” Their 
work is partly done, but yours is only 
beginning, and you have a wonderful 
opportunity to profit by their mis¬ 
takes. 

We “grdwn-ups” have tried to carry 
on the government of our country in 
order to provide “life, liberty and 
happiness for all; but there will al¬ 
ways be room for an improvement. 
Our forefathers fought for these 
principles, and we look to the young 
people to do even better than they or 
we> -In one particular especially you 
can perhaps do more than ye can-- 
that is in the prevention of accidents. 

Statistics show that in this coun¬ 
try during 1919 there were more than 
ti[iree persons killed every day in the 
year and many more injured. 

The fire losses in 1919 amounted to 
over twenty-three million dollars in 
| this country—and most of these acci- 
I dents and fires, we are told by the 
people who should know, were pre¬ 
ventable. Will you help to stop this 
waste ? 

Children often run risks because 
! they think it shows brau^'y, and more 
often because they are careless. Do 
j you know that a truly brave man 
i scorns boasters and reckless persons, 
j and never runs risks “for fun?” Re- 
j member you have no right to take un- 
j due chances, for should you become 
maimed you are a charge on your 
I parents or fellow citizens, 
j Two good slogans for you to bean 
j i.n mind are: “Stop! Look! and 
| listen!” whenever you ate approach- 
■ ! ing a dangerous place; and “it is my 
I duty to protect the property and lives 
I of others.” If we keep this advice be¬ 
fore us, we should make bigger and 
better Canadians.

The Albc-rta Teachers’ Alliance is 
still in its infancy But it is growing 
fast and within the next year or two 
promises to be quite grown up. It is 
an offshoot of tjie Alberta Education¬ 
al Association which is constituted of 
teachers and all interested in educa¬ 
tion. Its aims are as follows: 

1. To advance and safeguard the- 

cause of education in the province of 
Alberta. r 

2. To raise the status of the 
teaching profession in Alberta. 

3. To unite the members of the 
society iq an association for their 
mutual improvement, protection and 
general and individual welfare. 

1. To bring about united action 
on any matter of common interest to 
the teachers of the educational insti¬ 
tution in Alberta, supported by D<\ 
minioii, provincial or municipal taxa¬ 
tion/ 

5. To co-operate with teachers’ 
organizations in other provinces of the 
Dominion having the same or like 
aims and objects. 

We feel that the Alliance should 
make clear to the public what it 
stands for, as in the past in Alberta 
as in other places th’ese alliances have 
been declaied to be simply unions to 
obtain higher salaries. .This is but 
one though a very necessary step in 
carrying out its aims. 

1. Education requires to be ad¬ 
vanced and safeguarded in our piov- 
ince. By far the larger number qf 
pupils are in rural schools and it is 
here that the defects of our present 
systems are most visible and most 
felt. Low salaries, poor accommoda¬ 
tion, low standing, unqualified or per¬ 
mit teachers, are only a few of the 
outstanding questions which might lie 
discussed. 

2. The Alliance stands for raising 
j the status of the teaching profession 
I We would almost add to this aim the 

[‘establishing” of the status < because 
Ive fear that in many districts the 
public has not come to recognize that' 
the work of education is of supreme i 
importance to the nation. When | 
teaching is placed on a level with law, 1 
medicine, dentistry, the ministry, etc., I 
we shall be a little nearer the accom- ’ 
pi ishment of our aim in this regard. 

3. The members of the Alliance 
naturally seeks to improve their posi-1 
tiion financially, socially, and to secure 
:( square deal and also to give a 
Square deal to their employers, the 
public. There is much to be done in 
this way and the only hope of suc¬ 
cess is united effort. 

4. In matters like the establish¬ 
ment of a minimum salaiy which will 
ensure living in comfort, in striving 
for making provision for old age, in 
championing the cause of justice 
where necessary, united action will lie 
most effective, 

' 5. Courses of study, standardizing 
| qualification. Ill different provttlCTS 
establishing educational' magazines 
etc., the provincial alliances, especial¬ 
ly of the four western provinces hope 
to accomplish much by united effort 
and conferences of an inter-provincial 
kind have alieadv been held. 


In order to secure the necessary 
kind of bacteria in the soil in which 
a particular kind of legume fs to be 
grown, the inoculation of the seed 
with a pure culture is recommended.

OUR AGRICULTURAL WEALTH 


Writing in the New Republic, Phil¬ 
ip Gibbs places what is now going on 
amongst certain in the States, happily 
hot in the majority, in very forceful 
anil appealing fashion when he has 
the following to say: 

“But what is happening in the 
United States with regard to Eng¬ 
land?. There is a propaganda of hate 
being spread throughout the country 
of'most poisonous, malicious and dan¬ 
gerous character in which England is 
represented as an arrogant,, grasping 
and brutal country, intensely jealous 
of Uncle Sam and deliberately hostile, 
It is the same kind of propaganda 
which inflamed Germany. It reaches 
down to the ignorance and passions -of 
the same classes. 

“Taunts in American newspapers 
are answered by gibes in English 
newspaper, bitter speeches by Amer¬ 
ican senators are cabled to England, 
hurt, i . .Good G,od! Is the world 
not old enough to get rid of all that 
silly, childish barbarism? Has. it 
learned no lesson at all out of the 
.massacre of its youth on the altars of 
stupidity? Are civilized peoples to 
go on flijiging mud at each other for 
sport, pulling snooks at each other a- 
cross the frontiers or the seas, utter¬ 
ing provocative cries like dirty little 
school boys to each other, for the sake 
of scoring off ea£h other in newspap¬ 
ers and political debates, careless of 
the horrible dangers which are there¬ 
by caused?

There were 53,049,440 
acres of land under field crops in 1919 
and the value of the agricultural pro¬ 
ducts last year was $1,975,841,000, 
compared with $396,917,732; the value 
of the country’s timber wealth in 1918 
was $182,254,740; while fisheries 
showed a total of $60,211,863. Be¬ 
tween 1911 and 1919 there had been 
a most marked increase in Wheat 
acreage. It aggregated 11,110,673 
acres in 1911, and 19,141,337 acres in 
1919, thus having nearly doubled.

The schedule adopted by the Cana¬ 
dian Postmasters’ Association is as 
follows: 

Schedule 

100 minimum. 

Calary—Abolition of commissions; 
but till salaries can be established on 
an equitable basis the following com- 
missions be paid for financial years 
ending March.81, 1920 and 1921. 70 
per. cent on the first $1,000 of rev¬ 
enue; 40 per cent of revenue over 
$1,000 up to $2,000 ; 30 per cent of 
revenue over $2,000 up to $10,000 ; 20 
[ter cent of revenue over $10,000. 

Rent—Graduated scale now in use 
to be abolished. A minimum of $25 
be paid to every office and while com¬ 
mission remains in force 10 per cent 
on revenue to be the allowance to cov¬ 
er the items of rent, light, fuel and 
caretaking. 

Forward Duty—to be paid for both 
direct and indirect service at the rate 
of 15 per cent commission on revenue 
of the offices served. 

City Postmasters—to get 50 per 
cent increase. 

City Sub-Offices to get 50 per cent 
increase of salary and 3 per cent com¬ 
mission on sale of postage stamps.

The minis¬ 
ter began by saying that optimism 
is a natural quality—a disposition one 
is bom with or without as the case 
may be.

After dwelling on the natural quali¬ 
ties of optimism, showing how it was 
associated with youth and health, its 
value in Jife in general was shown 
it is hope, this bright outlook on life 
that keeps the world moving. 

The minister went on to say that 
'ife is full of illusions. That is, what 
we see, is very different from what a 
thing re^ly is. We never get out of 
life what we expect. It is eithei 
| .omething better or worse, or differ 
[ nt, and were it not for our expecta¬ 
tions and hope we should never live at 
all. Optimism is said to be the fathei 
of enterprise. 

At this part of the sermon there 
cas shown what is called the defects 
of optimism. The optimist is apt to 
ignore. He is apt to think a.thing 
an be done easier than it really can 
and if he does not succeed at first at¬ 
tempt, is apt to leave and go at some¬ 
thing else, only with the same result 
The optimist who is untrained wants 
d'tnkc short cuts — wants result: 

> ight away and wants them without 
working for them. . In business the 
[uneducated optimist hops from pio- 
l.iect to project. 

The remedy for this defect is to 
' ducate optimism. The speaker then 
gave an example of false and trui 
optimism, or rather uneducated ant 
i educated optimism. In the first stage 
| of prairie agriculture men were con 
tent to scratch the surface of the soil 
land scatter seed and look for a crop 
and when this failed, some betook 
I themselves to, other parts only to go 
through the same experience, while 
others took to plowing deeper ’and 
farming more scientifically. 

The real optimist is the one who al¬ 
ways goes a little deeper—thinks 
things out a. little better. He is not 
satisfied with surface scratching. 

Strange to say Optimism and fail 
me are closely related.' A l&rge place 
in life must be given to failure. Stev¬ 
enson says that “Our business in this 
world is not to succeed but to keep 
on failing in good spirits.” It means 
keep on striving for the best, and 
learning by means df failure. Edison 
worked for years to produce a phono¬ 
graph. He learned by means of his 
failures, always hoping that the next 
time a better product would be turned 
out. This is optimism—jrhe striving 
for the best in spite of failure. 

Optimism then becomes a philoso¬ 
phy, a creed. The educated optimist
